There  can  be  no  two  opinions  on  the  subject 
of  work  as  nppn.sed  to  the  dole  as  a  method  for 
the  relief  of  unemployment.  Work  sustains  the 
moral  vigor  and  j^yslcal  stamina  of  the  Indi- 
vidual. The  dole,  on  the  other  hand,  tends  to 
sap  both.  The  way  to  provide  work,  however, 
Is  ib  ei*eate  eeonomlc  tendltlons  which  will  ln<- 
crerfse  the  f  1  '  '  of  employmont  In  every  av- 
•nuc.  The  experiments  made  by  governments 
In  providing  public  works  as  relief  measures  have 
led  to  extravagant  expenditures  everywhere  It 
was  such  expenditures,  and  the  restlessness  of 
the  taxi^ayers  under  the  burdens  they  ImpoeM. 

Whkdl,  In  this  Dominion,  led  to  measures  of  dl- 
reel  relief.  In  Australia,  4oo,  emergency  schemes 
of  fkibllc  or  subsidised  private  works  have  proved 

inordinately  co.stly  and  surprisingly  unproduc- 
tive. The  red  tape  which  cramps  and  conXlnes 
governmental  ventures  operates  against  economic 

I  rt  urns. 

There  is  a  proposal  in  this  province  to  do  away 
as  far  as  possible  with  direct  relief  and  substitute 
WOIAe,  either  through  governmental  initiative  or 
by  a  .scheme  of  subsidized  land  settlement.  The 
latter  plan  has  always  been  available  and  It  is 
one^ln  which  the  Dominion  Oovernment  has 
ma^a  provision  to  a.sslst.  On  the  other  hand,  so 
larw  public  works  are  concerned,  the  Federal 
autiartty  would  have  to  be  parsoadad  to  change 

its  pres(<nt  policy  on  the  unemployment  prob- 
lem. Otherwise  the  whole  burden  oX  the  cost 
wo«d  have  to  be  provided  by  the  Provincial 
Government,  for  In  any  .scheme  such  as  Is  pro- 
po^  It  Is  not  likely  that  the  municipalities 
be  In  a  position  to  iMlit.  In  that  clrcum- 
.  Iho  cost  of  meatlng  tha  unemployment 
ion  would  undottbladly  ba  largely  eiihanced. 
It  the  point  to  be  eonalderad.  The  unem- 
nt  problem  ha.s  occupied  the  best  brains 
•nitlcally  every  country  In  the  wcwld  Xor 
years  past.  AH  are  agreed  that  work  Is  the 
solution,  and  not  doles.  That  work,  how- 
,  should  be  created  by  private  enterprise 


lite  Anglo-Penlan  on  dispute  has  been  am- 
icably settled  and  a  new  agreement  has  been 
entered  into  between  the  company  and  the 
Persian  Government.   Under  this,  the  area  oX 
the  conce.sslon  will  be  half  the  previous  area 
untU  1938,  after  which  date  the  area  will  be 
100,000  square  miles.  The  company  loses  Its  ex- 
clusive right  for  pipe  lines  from  May  1.   It  will 
pay  48  a  ton  on  oil  sold  in  Persia  or  exported. 
In  addition,  20  per  cent  of  the  net  profits  of  the 
company,  whether  made  in  Persia  or  abroad,  will 
be  paid  to  the  Persian  Oovernment  after  the 
payment  of  £871,000  to  shfureholders.  Arrange- 
ments are  to  be  made  for  safeguardliML-ttie 
Persian  Oovernment  in  case  of  further  depreda- 
tion of  the  pound  sterling.   In  the  case  of  the 
company  flvtoff  anything  to  Its  Shareholders 
from  the  general  reserve  the  Persian  Govern- 
ment will  receive  20  per  cent  as  well.  When  the 
concession  expires,  90  per  cent  of  the  reserve 
accumulated  from  the  present  date  goes  to  the 
Persian  Oovernment.    The  company,  moreover. 
If  to  pay  in  taxation  to  Persia  £225,000  for  the  

firat  fifteen  years,  £300,000  for  the  second  fifteen  j  ^'^'^^  "ot  a  trtmendous  math 
year^  and  afterwards  an  amount  to  be  decided 
later.  The  company  is  to  replace  progressively 
its  foreign  employees  by  Persians  and  to  spend 
£10,000  yearly  In  educating  Persians  in  Great 
Britain.  The  period  of  the  concession  Is  sixty 
years  and  the  company  cannot  transfer  It  to 
another  party  without  the  consent  of  the  Persian 
Government.  All  dlfferoices  arising  hereafter 
between  ttie  parties  will  ba  rafmad  to  arbrltra-

Is  called  a  constitutional  monarchy. 
But  that  is  only  a  technical  defini- 
tion. The  British  form  of  govern- 
ment is  actually  a  highly  dcv<'lopi  d 
form  oX  democracy.  The  will  oX 
the  people  is  uuuilpetent.  If  we 
an  ■  ,  11  ve  all  that  is  being  pub- 
lished about  the  present  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  the 
President  believes  that  a  constitu- 
tional democracy  has  failed  to 
govern  satisfactorily,  and  therefore 
he  has  set  up  a  constitutional 
dictatorship.  That  is  an  interest- 
ing political  phenomenon  if  the 
truth  regarding  it  can  -be  estab- 
lished. Thus  far  the  only  authority 
we  kave  for  the  statement  Is  that  of 
the  busy,  enterprising  and  in- 
quisitive gentlemen  who  write  for 
the  newspapers.

at  |j^.feank.  Any  gl-.ci  country,  c:nnada  for  ex- 
ami^,  possesses  a  certain  amount  of  actual 
matlrtal  wealth,  atong  with  some  ascertained  or 
potejitial  wealth.  National  credit  rests  partly 
upoA  the  physical  vigor,  the  intellectual  equip- 
meni  aad  capacity,  and  the  moral  character  and 
fibre  of  the  people.  No  one  with  the  facts  before 
him  atuld  go  far  wrong  in  making  a  comparative 
estidtt^  ^  ^*  national  credit  of  a  Central 
 republic  and  that* of  Denmark,  for  ex- 
ample, snd  If  asiced  to  purchase  bonds  based  on 
the  national  credit  of  either,  an  investor  could 
oasllf  decide  which  wa.*;  the  better  investment.

Paul.  then,  did  not  allow  a  woman 
to  usurp  authority  over  the  niiui  by 
teaching  in  the  church,  b(<  ii;i«<'.  as 
he  polnUs  out  eLsewhtrc,  the  rela- 
tloiLship  of  the  woman  to  her  hus- 
band Is  a  picture  of  the  relationship 
of  the  Church,  "the  bride  of  Christ," 
to  Hinh  her  loving  TMohig  and 
Protector. 

I  do  not  believe  that  Industry  a.s 
at  present  organized  looks  much  to 
Ood  for  guidance,  or  that  the  pres- 
ent crisis  has  been  eausod  prtnel- 
paUy  by  the  disregeiid  of  wooMn  for 
any  laws  of  Ood  or  man.  though 
■one  women  may  hafe  disregarded 
both. 

Of  course,  conditions  in  indu.stry 
are  such  as  to  make  it  seem  almost 
criminal  for  anyone,  man  or  woman,] 
to  work  for  wages  that  are  not 
needed,  thereby  robbing  soflMone 
else  of  a  living.  It  is  a  pity  that 
thla  Is  so.  as  voik  H  so  good  for  all 
of  us,  but  at  prssent  we  must  Ukc 
things  as  they  are. 

However,  letters  like  the  one  men- 
tioned may  do  a  great  deal  of  harm 
if  they  influence  employers  against 
giving  work  to  girls  and  women 
who.  throoi^  lUnsss  or  death  of 
male  membew  e(  the  family,  f\nd 
themselves  in  the  position  of  bread- 
winners. It  seems  most  unfair  to 
make  thing.s  hardsr  tor  anyone  in 

that  position. 

Mr.  Halley  believes  that  under 
present  circiunataaces  "It  is  highly 
commendable  for  the  young  man  to 
shun  matrimony  aad  thank  God  for 
his  luclcy  escape."  Surely  there  are 
still  a  few  young  men  who  can  find 
girls  good  enough  to  marry,  .so  long 
as  they  will  remember  that  all 
women  have  some  faults,  and  try 
to  be  patient,  even  as  they  expect 
their  wives  to  bear  with  their  own 
little  moods.  Also,  any  girl  who 
married  now  ought  to  be  unusually 
good  at  auddng  eadi  meet. 

Mr.  Halley  also  quoted  I  Cor  xl, 
8,  I  Tim.  11.  9,  and  Deut.  xxll.  h.  as 
proof  that  Ood's  word  .speaks 
again.^t  bobbed  hair  and  the  wear- 
ing of  men's  styles  of  *a*^«"g  by 
women. 

In  I  Cor.  xl,  6,  the  apostle  again 
discusses  gatherings  for  worship,  as 
the  context  shows,  and  argues  that 
•when  a  woman  ta  the  conRregatlon 
speaks  or  prays,  she  should  have  her 
head  covered.  But  he  clases  the 
subject  by  saying  (verse  18):  •But 
If  any  man  seem  to  be  contentious, 
we  have  no  such  custom,  neither 
the  churches  of  Ood"— to  Other 
words,  "If  you  do  not  aU  agrsi  erlth 
me.  use  your  own  judgment" 
Then  Deut.  xxll.  5:  "The  woman 
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•T  CANNp  1  speak  loo  highly  of 
X  reur&gle  Brand  ayOc,"  writes 
Mn.  J.  W.  Bulger,  RJt  Na.  4,

Railway  debt:s  amounted  to  $919.- 
000,000,  a  figure,  however,  which  a.s 
far  as  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways are  concerned,  embraces  only 
that  porUon  of  Its  obiigatfcina  not 
guaranteed  by  the  DoinlnloiL  Hie 
debts  of  other  ooiporatiotis  amounted 
to  $1,780,000,000. 

With  regard  to  private  debt,  the 
committee  reported  the  flKures 
available  only  partially  covered  the 
field.

Dr.  T.  A.  Rickard  Gives  Ad- 
dress on  Some  Phases  of 
Country's  Development 


Dr.  Thomas  A.  Itlckard.  mining 
engineer,  traveler  and  author  of 
many  books  on  minlaf ,  wboae  jour- 

ney.s  Into  forel(?n  lands  have  given 
him  an  intimate  knowledga  of 
countrlas  and  tlwlr  Inhabitants, 
gave  an  Interesting  lecture  In  Uw 
Memorial  Hall,  last  night,  on  aome 
phases  of  the  exploraUen  and  de- 
velopment of  Central  Africa. 

Dr.  Rickard  wa.s  lecturing  under 
file  au.spice.s  of  the  Men  .s  (hiild  of 
Chrl.st  Church  Cathedral,  and.  with 
Uic  aid  of  a  number  of  lantern 
I  ides,  he  was  able  to  five  hla  audl- 
•  nee  a  clear  idea  of  the  atrldes 
made  In  that  countiy,  mainly 
through  tho  polUy  of  British  states- 
man and  tho  man  who  went  out 
there  In  the  Interests  of  civilization. 
MKN  IN  BISTOBY 
No  lecture  00  Africa  is  coo^deta 
withQut  mentlen  «t  tha  influence 
of  the  man  whooe  memory  is 
cherishad  throughout  the  civilized 
P*"**  of  the  land— Cecil  John 
Rhodes,  of  whom  Dr.  Rickard  has 
tlie  highest  regard.  Two  other 
names  intJmately  connected  with 
the  developnicni  of  Africa  were 
mentioned  by  Dr  Rickard.  Tliey 
were  Livingstone  and  Paul  Kruger, 
but  of  the  latter  the  lecturer  had 
little  to  say.  other  than  that  he 
was  a  man  of  obstinate  nature  and 
possessing  SKirenteenth  century 
ideas.  Dr.  Rickard  was  inclined  to 
flta  the  greater  credit  to  Dr.  Living- 
stone for  the  work  he  had  done  in 
Africa.  These  three  men.  Dr  Rick- 
ard said,  played  an  importjint  part 
in  the  history  of  that  vast  country. 

Dr.  Rlckard's  leetnre  Was  more 
Interesting  than  tha  usual,  beoauae 
he  passed  over  the  topographic  fea- 
tures of  the  country  and  did  not 
touch  upon  "the  wild  animal  of  the 
Jungle"  pha.se,  but  gave  a  lucid  and 
graphic  picture  of  Central  Africa 
as  It  exl.sted  before  the  coming  of 
the  BritLsh.  and  the  development 
that  had  taken  place  up  to  1925, 
when  he  made  a  tour  of  the  coun- 
try which  became  .10  well  taiown  to 
Canadians  during  the  Boer  War. 
DIAMOND  MINING 
He  fixed  the  .start  of  the  lndu.s- 
trial  development  of  Africa  to  the 
Klmberlry  diamond  mining— gold 
mining  came  later^-and  explained 
how  diamonds  were  firet  dlaoomed 
fi.'^lSS?'**''  through  a  child  play- 
ii«  with  a  bright  atone.  He  also 
jvo  a  rerlsw  of  the  life  of  Cecil 
.JMdsa.  who  died  at  the  age  of 
forty-nine  years,  and  explained  the 
[wonderful  power  held  by  Rhodes 
after  hi.s  return  from  college  in 
England  to  Africa  He  wr.s  one  of 
the  (treat,  men  of  hLs  day,  and  death 
summoned  him  at  a  f4me  when  he 
had  barely  reached  the  beginning 
of  his  pian.s  for  the  davstopnant 
of  the  country  m  which  he  had 
sought  hU  fortune
